SEARCH DIRECTED TO INVENTION AS CLAIMED 

The present invention is directed to azeotrope-like compositions 
comprising 1,1,1,2-tetrafluoropene and trifluoroiodomethane, and to uses 
thereof and methods of using such compositions. 

A search has been conducted of all issued U.S. patents in all U.S. classes, 
using the United States Patent Office web site search engine over the entire 
data base, as described in detail below. 

The following search strategies were employed and yielded no patents: 

1 - patents which mention, anywhere in the text, both tetrafluoropene 
and trifluoroiodomethane; 

2 - patents which mention, anywhere in the text, both fluoropene and 
fluoroiodomethane; 

3 - patents which mention, anywhere in the text, both fluoropene and 
CF3I; and 

4 - patents which mention, anywhere in the text, both fluoropene and 
azeotrope. 

In addition to the above, a search for all patents which mention, 
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anywhere in the text, both fluoroiodomethane and azeotrope yielded eight 
patents.

PATENTABILITY IN VIEW OF THE SEARCH RESULTS 

The subject matter of the present invention is patentable over all of the 
items identified in the search. No patent was found which mentions or even 
suggests azeotrope like compositions comprising tetrafluoropene and 
trifluoroiodomethane. Furthermore, while azeotropic compositions comprising 
fluoroiodocarbons are mentioned in the eight patents identified above, there is 
no suggestion in any of these patents of any composition comprising 
tetrafluoropene and trifluoroiodomethane, much less an azeotrope-like 
compositions comprising these components. The claimed subject matter is 
therefore patentable over the patents identified by the search described herein.
